POLICE QUIZ 
MCCANNS 


Kate and Gerry McCann, the parents of missing 
Madeleine, and in the company of their recently 
appointed Portuguese legal team, were this week 
facing renewed interviews by Portuguese police. 
In a shift away from what had become regular 
joint weekly meetings, Kate and Gerry were 
asked to appear separately at the Policia 
Judiciaria {PJ) offices in Portimao. 
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Macario Correia, Mayor of Tavira 
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Located in the Eastern Algarve and 
covering an area of 61 1 square kilometres, 
Tavira is one of the region’s most historical 
cities, boasting unrivalled natural beauty 
and Algarvean authenticity. Mayor Jose 
Macario Correia was elected head of 
Tavira’s City Hall over a decade ago, and 
throughout his mandate has been greatly 
complimented for his efforts in retaining the 
city’s traditional outline and architecture. 
Youthful and energetic, his visions for 
Tavira are clear. His mandate is yet to see 
numerous projects take shape or shape up 
existing sites of interest, so The Portugal 
News took time to find out what lies in store 
for Tavira. 


Largely untouched by stream- 
line tourism so noticeable else- 
where in the Algarve, T avira has 
a quaintness and charm that is 
rare. Divided by the river Gilao, 
the two sides of the city are con- 
nected by an ancient arched ro- 
man bridge, being symbolic of the 
Mayor’s mandate, which links 
Portuguese heritage to modern- 
day matters. 

At the end of July, the Portu- 
guese Minister for Economy an- 
nounced ten high-category tour- 
ism proj ects that are to take place 
in the Algarve within the next 1 2 
months. None of these projects 
are to take shape in T avira; how- 
ever, the municipality has plans 
of its own. 

Mayor Correia revealed, “Re- 
garding tourism, we intend to cre- 
ate ‘Colinas de Tavira’, which 
will involve golf and first class ac- 
commodation, in the area of 
Concei 9 ao. Another project will 
take place north of the A22 mo- 
torway (Via do Infante), in 
Quinta daAtalaia”. 


He also revealed, “A number 
of large-dimension projects are 
currently being revised and 
elaborated. One of these is a 
youth hostel, an interesting 
project for a very special sector 
of tourism; we have a proj ect cur- 
rently being studied for the reno- 
vation of an old fish factory, 
TaviPesca, as well as the 
‘Bemardas’ convent. There is 
also a proj ect of great quality for 
real estate that is being conceived 
by renowned architect Souto 
Moura”. 

F or those who are not familiar 
with the name, architect Souto 
Moura is, at present, possibly 
one of Portugal’s most famous 
and highly acclaimed architects, 
having put his name to many land- 
marks throughout the country. 

But back to the youth hostel. 
Is youth tourism something that 
is neglected in the Algarve? 

“Juvenile tourism is of ever- 
growing importance given the fact 
that young people nowadays 
have the freedom and access to 


very affordable travel”, the 
Mayoranswers. “They won’tbe 
looking for a four or five star ho- 
tel, but a different type of accom- 
modation, where they can inter- 
act and enjoy better prices. There 
is a need to be satisfied in this 
sector, so hopefully the youth 
hostel, which will be ready next 
year, will fill this niche”. 

Tavira’s riverside pays hom- 
age to what lies beyond. Not one 
high-rise building or 
architecturally ‘daring’ edifice 
can be seen. This is something 
Mayor Correia has been held re- 
sponsible and enthusiastically 
complimented for. Is it inten- 
tional? 

“It is an orientation that I have 
always tried to implement here 
in the city hall and I think today 
it is perfectly visible that we have 
achieved our goal. We want a 
council that is of quality and a 


reference, this is our patrimony 
and our heritage, and the main 
reason people come to Tavira”. 

Admitting Tavira has its fair 
share of abandoned and derelict 
buildings, the Mayor explains, 
“Sometimes people can be 
tempted to just completely de- 
molish and rebuild a structure. 
But something that is traditional 
or historical should be preserved 
and that is what we want in 
Tavira. There is no point in just 
senselessly constructing some- 
thing; itmustbe done with pride. 
T oday people look at T avira and 
see that it is built on history, tra- 
dition, and with care”. 

His ten-year mandate has seen 
T avira blossom, but what would 
the Mayor still personally like to 
oversee? 

“I would like to see our Centre 
for Contemporary Art be con- 
cluded”, he answers, adding, “A 
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cultural forum, I would like to see 
the current military headquar- 
ters, which is a big building in the 
middle of town, take a new direc- 
tion, and I would particularly like 
to see the renovation of the 
riverfront complete, where other 
services of the state have failed 
to do anything concrete or posi- 
tive”. 

Mayor Correia also admits 
that Tavira has its number of 
“delicate social issues”, such as 
the lack of housing. “The poorer 
will never be able to compete with 
those who come to Portugal to 
buy a holiday home”, he says, 
“We have to make sure our citi- 
zens have access to dignified 
housing, as well as schools and 
places of culture”. 

Currently with a foreign resi- 
dent population of around 1 0 to 
12 per cent, Tavira has an inter- 
national community that has long 
been made up of predominantly 
English, German and Dutch resi- 
dents, and now, more recently, a 
large Eastern European and Af- 
rican population. 

“Immigrants come to Tavira 
for different reasons and have 
different economic backgrounds. 
But the fact is we all co-exist and 
the municipality will support 
everyone in the same way”, he 
explains. 

Proud of his close relationship 
with Tavira’s citizens. Mayor 
Correia underlines his mandate 
with an on-going effort to com- 


municate his objectives for the 
city; so everyone understands 
the goals and directions the mu- 
nicipality is taking. 

“I strive to involve all sectors 
of the community”, he explains, 
“private and public, so no one 
feels isolated, so we can work as 
a team and enj oy a common spirit 
and common goals”. 

Even though he is largely ap- 
plauded, the Mayor’s political 
career has not gone unscathed. He 
was recently the target of allega- 
tions of sexual harassment from 
a city hall legal advisor. 

“I explained this situation at 
the time, but I will confess that 
that report came from a journal- 
ist who was convicted in court for 
instigating slanderous campaigns 
against people in my line of po- 
litical work. So he is a convicted 
criminal. Then there is a lawyer 
with the worst public reputation 
who took refuge in a mentally ill 
person to carry out this serious 
act against me”. 

Explaining that the lawyer in 
question is responsible for a 
number of illegal constructions 
throughout the city, that have 
been embargoed by the city hall, 
he continues, “The employee in 
question has had, in the past two 
years, 11 psychiatric medical 
certificates confirming ill mental 
health. Hence why the story took 
the dimension and context that it 
did”, he concludes.

More Portuguese with a ‘Second Life’

soaredby 21 percent in July, keeping the country in 12* among those 
with the biggest presence in this virtual 3D world. The United States 
leads the list of Second Lifers, followed by Brazil and Japan. 

Oniy EU state without DNA database 

Despite a law foreseeing its creation, Portugal remains the only 
European Union member state that still has not compiled a DNA 
database of all its convicted criminals. The Justice Ministry said the 
database should be up and running by 2008. 

Number of road deaths stabie 

The number of road deaths in Portugal during the first eight months 
of 2007 has remained equal to those total recorded in 2006, latest 
statistics have shown. Between January 1 and September 2 this year, 
551 people lost their lives on Portuguese roads, which is exactly the 
same figure for the same period last year. 

Cavaco, Barroso upbeat on new charter 

President Anibal Cavaco Silva of Portugal and European Commis- 
sion chief Jose Manuel Durao Barroso have expressed confidence 
that approval of a new charter for the European Union would be 
achieved by the year’s end under Lisbon’s EU presidency. Durao 
Barroso downplayed the possible impact of likely early elections in 
Poland on a successful conclusion of work on the Reform Treaty. EU 
foreign ministers meet in the northern Portuguese city of Viana do 
Castelo Friday and Saturday for a first, joint political assessment of 
the draft treaty. 

600,000 at Red Bull Air Race 

More than 600,000 people crammed the northern and southern 
margins of the Douro River last weekend to see British pilot Steve 
Jones win by a margin of 3 8 seconds over current championship leader, 
Mike Mangold (US). Due to the success of the Air Race, organisers 
have already confirmed that people of Oporto and Vila Nova da Gaia 
will see the event return to their shores for at least the next two years. 

Water poisoning 

Residents in the town of Caba 90 s have seen their water supply 
suspended after authorities found traces of an unnatural substance 
believed to have been placed in a water reservoir. Until the risks are 
fully established of this ‘milky substance’ locals are relying on mo- 
bile tanks for their water supply. 

Portugal brand 20^*^ most attractive 

Among 38 countries, Portugal has been found to be the 20* most 
attractive brand in the Anholt Nation Brands Index. The top national 
brands are Britain, Germany, France, Canada and Switzerland. Spain 
and Greece are also placed higher than Portugal in the rankings. 

Fatima to receive low cost Vatican flights 

Following the inauguration of the Rome-Lourdes route by the 
Vatican’s new low cost airline, focus has now shifted on including 
Fatima on the Vatican’s religious routes. Authorities in Fatima are 
keen on the idea, and are looking to promote the city ’ s aerodrome to 
regional level, which will allow it to receive international flights by as 
early as next year. Other destinations being looked at by the V atican 
are Santiago de Compostela in Spain and Guadalupe in Mexico. 

Bomb threat trickster suspect in Portugal 

Am erican investigators are said to believe that a Portuguese conman 
has extorted at least $13,000 with bomb threats to stores and banks 
across the US . The caller claims to have a bomb planted in the build- 
ing and says it will be detonated unless money is wired to a bank ac- 
count. At one store in Kansas, the caller ordered everyone in the store 
to undress. 

Portugal with biggest jump in jobless 

Portugal is the EU country that recorded the biggest increase in 
unemployment figures for the year-on-year period for July, with the 
rate climbing 0.7 percent to 8.2 percent, statistics by the European 
Commission have shown. 

Woman dies in sewage tank 

A woman (41) has died after falling into a water treatment tank in 
Peniche. The woman, who was employed by the Peniche ETAR only 
last month, is believed to have fallen into the tank while retrieving a 
daily water quality sample between 8.30 and 9. 1 5 on Monday morn- 
ing. Her body was retrieved at 4. 1 5 pm by rescue workers after the 
tank was drained. 

Still unproductive 

Out of a total of 29 countries (27 EU member states along with the 
United States and Japan) Portugal is rated 2 P‘ in terms of productiv- 
ity . The eight countries who fared worse than Portugal are all former 
Soviet Republics, while the ranking, compiled by the International 
Labour Organisation, continues to be led by the United States. The 
average Portuguese worker, it says, is worth €12.63 per hour. 

Portugal sidesteps Zimbabwe issue 

Portuguese F oreign Minister Luis Amado has declined to comment 
on suggestions that diplomatic difficulties over Zimbabwe ’ s repre- 
sentation at the planned Europe-Africa summit in Lisbon could be 
resolved through Harare sending a high-level ministerial delegation, 
rather than its travel sanctions-hobbled president, Robert Mugabe.

Kate arrived yesterday 
(Thursday) while Gerry was told 
to visit police this Friday. Ex- 
cluding their initial statements 
given in a marathon session the 
day after Madeleine went miss- 
ing, the McCanns have to date 
almost always met with police at 
the British Consulate located 
about one kilometre from the 
Portimao police station. 

Police, armed with partial 
findings sent to Portugal on 
W ednesday by the UK’ s F oren- 
sic Science Centre in Birming- 
ham, were this week holding for- 
mal discussions with Kate and 
Gerry McCann. 

Earlier in the week, Portuguese 
police sources explained why 
they had not summoned the 
McCanns in recent weeks: “Our 
meetings with the McCanns 
stopped serving a purpose, as 
there was nothing new to dis- 
close”. 

On Thursday evening, police 
spokesman Olegario Sousa in 
comments to The Portugal 
News saidofthesenewmeetings: 
“They are about bringing the cou- 
ple up-to-date and to give them 
some information on latest devel- 
opments”, stressing their was 
nothing sinister about the meet- 
ings. 

A source close to the investi- 
gation meanwhile revealed that 
partial forensic results were re- 
ceived by e-mail from Britain on 
Wednesday. 

In a statement released on 
Thursday afternoon shortly af- 
ter Kate had been dropped off at 
the police station by husband 
Gerry, Mrs McCann once more 
appealed to her daughter’s ab- 
ductors, pleading: “It is not too 
late - please let her go or call the 
police. 

“We came to Portugal an ordi- 
nary family of five. Wejust want 
to know what happened on May 
3 and want to be able to go home 
one family, reunited.” 

The statement was read out as 
Mrs McCann was preparing to 
answer police questions and re- 


ceive an update onlatestproceed- 
ings. 

Speaking to The Portugal 
News on Thursday afternoon, 
while she travelled to the police 
station in Portimao, McCann 
family spokeswoman Justine 
McGuinness said Kate and Gerry 
felt more at ease in the company 
of Portuguese legal counsellors 
during their meetings with local 
police. 

The last occasion the 
McCanns were questioned as 
witnesses, Gerry spent 13 hours 
giving testimony to police. 

In a recent interview awarded 
to The Portugal News, Olegario 
Sousa was adamant that Kate and 
Gerry were victims as opposed 
to being suspects. 

“Up until now, they are not 
suspects. If we have any suspi- 
cions we are compelled by law to 
charge them in order to preserve 
their rights”. 

At the time of the interview, 
Portuguese police were still 
awaiting the initial results of fo- 
rensic tests, but he stressed that 
these results would not be the 
beginning or the end of the case. 

“A criminal investigation is 
like apuzzle”,he said, “One piece 
alone does not solve it. Similarly, 
the lab results on their own need 
to be supported by additional 
evidence and facts.” 

He further admitted that “In- 
vestigators could already have an 
idea as to what happened, but 
they need to prove their theories. 
That is what counts. 

“We need to provide evidence. 
We can even be certain of what 
happened, but if we can’t supply 
the evidence to a court of law, 
then what we believe is meaning- 
less.” 

He also stressed: “I am confi- 
dent that the case will be solved. 
I am confident that sooner or later 
we will be able to discover what 
happened.” 

Separately, Carlos Pinto de 
Abreu, the McCann’s lawyer, 
has been instructed by Kate and 
Gerry McCann to bring charges 


against a Portuguese weekly 
newspaper for defamation. 

The case will be taken against 
Emidio Fernando, Tal & Qual’s 
Director, and Catarina Vaz, Tal 
& QuaT s journalist. Papers have 
been sent to the Court in Oporto. 

The legal expenses for the pro- 
ceedings will not be paid from 
Madeleine’s fund, Mr McCann 
explained recently. 

Speaking to The Portugal 
N ews shortly after hearing of the 
legal action, Emidio Fernando 
explained: “I am keeping to the 
story”, adding his newspaper, 
which he took charge of at the 
beginning of the year, “Never 
accused anyone, it only says that 
police believe” in a certain 


theory. 

But in a statement sent to The 
Portugal News, McCann family 
lawyer Carlos Pinto de Abreu 
said: “The press has engaged in an 
horrific exercise in scandal mon- 
gering, replete with rumours and 
lurid commentaries which are all 
aimed at one thing: to sell more TV 
time and newspaper space to ad- 
vertisers. Fortunately so far only 
a few character assassinating, tab- 
loid-style outlets have gone be- 
yond the limits of decency”. 

Four-year-old Madeleine, of 
Rothley, Leicestershire, disap- 
peared from the family ’ s holiday 
apartment on May 3 while her 
parents were dining in a nearby 
restaurant. 
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President Silva wants treaty issue 
resolved to deal with real EU problems 



Portuguese President Anibal Cavaco Silva this week appealed for a 
“convergence of efforts” by European Union leaders for rapid conclusion 
of a Reform Treaty, so the 27-nation bloc can devote its attention to the 
concrete problems “worrying European citizens”. 


President Cavaeo Silva, in a 
speeeh to the European Parlia- 
ment in Strasbourg, deseribed the 
“value of solidarity” as a “funda- 
mental pillar” of European inte- 
gration, ealling speeial attention 
to the EU ’ s soeial model and the 
need to safeguard employment 
and welfare systems through re- 
forms. 

Praising the Portuguese gov- 
ernment’s eommitment, as eur- 
rent EU president, in advaneing 
“the eonstruetion” of Europe, 
Cavaeo Silva told the lawmakers 
that the bloe’s leaders should 
“eonverge in efforts so that anew 


treaty ean be eoneluded under the 
Portuguese presideney”, a man- 
date that expires at year’s end. 

Sueeess in approving the so- 
ealled Reform Treaty, something 
Lisbon expeets to take plaee in 
Oetober, would allow the EU to 
turn its attention fully to “the 
ehallenges worrying European 
eitizens”, the president said. 

An eeonomist by training, 
Cavaeo Silva listed those ehal- 
lenges as eeonomie growth, em- 
ployment, seeurity, the environ- 
ment, energy and globalization. 

“We must reeognize the need 
for the social model to adapt to 


new challenges and the new con- 
texts of a global world and the 
information and knowledge soci- 
ety”, he said. 

Unemployment was the main 
cause of poverty in the EU, he 
added, calling for more and bet- 
ter economic growth and recall- 
ing the Lisbon Agenda’ s target of 
70 percent employment by 2010. 

Cavaco Silva saidhe wondered 
whether Europe’s traditional 
welfare schemes had not reached 
the “limit of effectiveness”, re- 
quiring reforms that benefited the 
bloc’s youth, eased access to 
jobs, and strengthened safety

nets against “poverty and exclu- 
sion”. 

The president underlined that 
poverty was not an exclusively 
European concern, denouncing 
what he called Europe ’ s “inertia” 
towards Africa’ s pressing needs, 
aneglecthe said could cost the EU 
a “heavy strategic price”. 


“It is time to talk to Africa and 
cease simply talking about Africa 
and its problems”, Cavaco Silva 
said, noting the importance of 
Lisbon’ s plans to host a Europe- 
Africa summit in December to re- 
launch relations between the two 
continents. 

After addressing the Euro- 


pean Parliament, Cavaco Silva 
had lunch with Speaker Hans- 
GertPoetering. 

Later Tuesday, he travelled to 
Brussels where he met with Eu- 
ropean Commission president 
Jose Manuel Durao Barroso on 
Wednesday.

Barroso denies knowledge 
of illegal party funding 



European Commission President Durao Barroso has denied any 
invoivement in an indirect donation made to his Sociai Democratic 
Party (PSD) by a construction company in the run-in to the 2001 
municipai eiections. However, he has been forced to ciarify the 
situation with some MEPs concerned over the adverse effects possibie 
iiiegaiities by the EC president couid have on European institutions. 


At the time of the donation, 
which amounted to €233,000, 
Durao Barroso was president of 
the PSD. However, he has 
pleaded ignorance of the whole 
affair saying the then Secretary 
General of the party, Jose Luis 
Amaut, has already accepted 
political responsibility. 

The payment by construction 
company Somague was detected 
by the Constitutional Court. Un- 
der Portuguese law, private com- 
panies are no longer allowed to 
fund national parties, and the de- 
lay in discovering this payment, 
is that Somague made payments 
to the sum of €23 3, 000 to a pub- 
licity company for services ren- 
dered to the PSD. 

Should these allegations be 
proven, the monies received will 
have to be returned to the state, 
while the party and its leaders 


will be liable to pay fines. 

In a statement sent to the Eu- 
ropean Parliament, Durao 
Barroso went to great lengths to 
illustrate his innocence in the 
whole affair. 

“Obviously, this is strictly a 
national matter, which has noth- 
ing to do with the responsibilities 
and activitie s of the EC and which 
dates from well before the current 
members of the EC took office. It 
is being dealt with by the relevant 
national authorities, and the EC 
accordingly has no clarification or 
comment to make on the matter”, 
explained Mr Barroso. 

“However, our institutions, 
attach great importance to being 
transparent and above reproach 
in public and political life”, add- 
ing: “There is no legal accusation 
against me on this matter. In fact, 
I had no knowledge of and obvi- 


ously no involvement in this af- 
fair or in any other issue directly 
related to the funding of the party. 
“Moreover, the Party’s Secre- 
tary-General of the time, Mr Jose 
Luis Amaut, has already publicly 
assumed political responsibility 
for this affair”, he explained. 

Mr Barroso stressed in Portu- 
gal it is not the president of the 
party, but the secretary-general, 
and the deputy secretary-general 
who are responsible for financial 
matters. 

Meanwhile the MEPs from 
the Greens have already re- 
quested all documentation from 
the European Commission re- 
lated to Somague andEU-funded 
proj ects, in a sign that they are not 
convinced that the constmction 
company received no benefits 
when Durao Barroso’ s govern- 
ment received €23 3, 000. 
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Mass police bust in downtown Lisbon 



Five people were arrested and 68 people 
identified in a mass police sweep that 
aimed to clear up problematic social 
irregularities throughout Lisbon, such as 
prostitution, illegal street-sellers, and 
hashish dealing. 


Having taken place on 
Wednesday, the sweep was car- 
ried our during the afternoon, 
from 15h00 to 17h00, particu- 
larly targeting the main Rua 
Augusta. It involved around 1 00 
Lisbon PSP officers. 

Amongst the 68 identified in- 
dividuals were eight prostitutes, 
two of which were detained for 
being in the country illegally. 

Three street-sellers were 
booked, with their goods, sun- 
glasses, wallets and watches, be- 
ing confiscated. 

Seventeen individuals were 
identified for selling bay leaves 
that hadbeen pressed and ground 
and passed off as hashish. In- 


tended to dupe tourists, a number 
of weapons were also seized from 
the seventeen,mostofwhichwere 
knives used to cut the fake sub- 
stance as if it was the real thing. 

Four suspects were also 
booked on suspicion of having 
carried out violent muggings in 
the downtown area. 

A number of driving offences 
were registered, with three indi- 
viduals being detained for driving 
without a license. 

The intervention saw a 
number of ‘undercover’ officers 
strategically patrol the area to 
tackle incidents of minor crime 
that are widespread throughout 
the capital. 


Fuel prices up 7.8% in 
three months 


The average cost of unleaded fuel in Portugal rose 7.8 
percent during the second quarter of the year and diesel 
was up by 4.1 percent when compared with the first 
three months of 2007. 


According to the latest re- 
port by the Competition Au- 
thority, fuel prices in Portugal 
are among the highest in the 
EU15. 

In the last week of June, the 
average cost of fuel in Portugal 
before taxes was the fifth cost- 
liest in the EU15. 

In the price to the public, Por- 
tugal rose to fourth in the table. 


Onaregional scale, motorists 
in the Greater Lisbon Area paid 
the most for their unleaded fuel 
(€1.393 per litre) but also the 
lowest (€1.250). 

The variation of diesel prices 
was less notable, with the 
Alentejo recording the cheap- 
est average prices at the pumps 
(€1.078) and the Algarve the 
costliest (€1.084). 


Couple arrested 
on suspicion of 
abusing teenagers 

PJ police have arrested two men on suspicion of 
sexually abusing a 13-year-old boy as well as filming 
other boys in pornographic poses, in the Bairro de 
Fermentoes, Guimaraes. 


Reportedly, the suspects, 
22 and 42, molested the minor 
when his mother left him in the 
couple’s care. Described by 
neighbours as being ‘nice’ and 
‘helpful’, they had won the 
trust of the local community. 

Beside this case, Braga PJ 
police are investigating other 
possible situations after CDs 
containing pornographic im- 
ages of more local boys engaged 
in sexual activity were found. 

The neighbouring commu- 
nity was allegedly oblivious of 
the goings-on until a CD with 
images of the boys leaked out 
amongst locals. When it be- 
came public knowledge, one of 
the two suspects fled. 

This led to members of a lo- 
cal association taking matters 
into their own hands, waiting 


for the individual who had re- 
mained and turning him in to the 
police. Two days later authori- 
ties had tracked down and de- 
tained the second suspect in 
Lisbon. Both men were forbid- 
den from making contact with 
any of the boys, and subject to 
weekly check-ins at their local 
police station. 

Having lived in the 
Vimaranense social neighbour- 
hood for three years, the two 
men were avid supporters of 
the local recreational and 
sports association, offering 
their time to take photographs 
of youth’ s sporting events and 
help with computer skills. 

With the couple lived the 
elder suspect’s eight-year-old 
son.

Coolest summer in 20 years, wettest this century 


This summer is the coolest in 
two decades and also the the wet- 
test this century, the Met Office 
said this week. 

Average temperatures re- 
corded this past summer are 0.5 
degrees below established figures 
since records began, making it the 
coolest summer in continental 
Portugal since 1987. 

Taking into consideration only 
this century, between 200 1 and 
2007, the difference in tempera- 
tures measured in summer is even 
greater, with this summer 1.9 de- 
grees cooler than other summers. 

This was also the first summer 
since 1997 to have not recorded a 
heatwave. 

The last heatwave in Portugal 
took place last year and brought 
higher than usual temperatures 
for 14 consecutive days. 

This year, no heatwaves have 
been recorded, through the first 
fortnight in July was the closest 
the country has come to report- 
ing one this summer. 

The Met Office classes a heat- 
wave as being when temperatures 
are five degrees above the aver- 
age for a period of six consecutive 
days. 

The summer of 2007, which 
ends on September 2 1 , has re- 
corded an average temperature of 
20.7 degrees, whereas the tem- 
perature between 1971 and 2000 
was 21.2 degrees. 

Four of the five hottest sum- 
mers since records began (1931) 
have occurred since the year 
2000. The summer of 2005 was 
the hottest ever, followed by 
those of 1949, 2004, 2003 and 
2006. 

Health authorities recently re- 
ported that there have not been 
increased mortality rates this 
summer that could be attributed 
to hot weather. In 2003, a total of 
2,700 are reported to have died 
as a result of scorching tempera- 
tures. 

In the north, sea temperatures 
have been as low as 14 degrees. 


while in the Algarve, the water is 
two to three degrees cooler than 
usual at a current average of 19 
degrees. 

This drop is explained prima- 
rily due to wind currents, which 


have kept the warmer Mediter- 
ranean waters away from the 
Portuguese coastline. 

As far as rainfall is concerned, 
the Met Office describes this 
summer as having been “rainy” 


with values 50 percent above 
average. 

The month of June was the 
11* wettest month since 1931, 
and the wettest since 1987, the 
Met Office said.

Ties to Portugal unchanged, language 
no problem, says Timor PM 



The adoption of Portuguese as an official language is not a “polemical 
question” and ties to Portugal are in no way affected by the change of 
government in East Timor, Prime Minister Xanana Gusmao said after 
talks with Lisbon’s visiting state secretary for foreign affairs, Joao 
Gomes Cravinho. 


“The change of government” in 
Dili “affects the relationship with 
Portugal in absolutely no way”, 
Gusmao told journalists after a 
meeting with Cravinho on the 
sidelines of a cabinet meeting to 
draw up the new administra- 
tion’s programme. 

On the language issue, he noted 
that many languages were spoken 
in the country, especially Bahasa 
from former occupier Indonesia, 
underlining that it would “take 
time” to re-introduce the use of 


Portuguese, one of two official 
languages adopted by recently 
independent East Timor. 

“The Portuguese language 
can’t be a polemical question”, 
Gusmao said. “They are issues 
of education and develop- 
ment”. 

Later Friday, Cravinho inau- 
gurated the second phase ofDili’s 
Portuguese School, saying it 
would be an “elite” institution, 
“but not for the elite”. 

The Portuguese diplomat rec- 


ognised that the language issue 
was “delicate”. 

He underlined, however, that 
Portuguese played “a unique role 
in Timorese identity” and that it 
should serve as a medium “of in- 
clusion, not exclusion”. 

Education and a programme 
for the re-introduction of Portu- 
guese after 24 years of Indonesian 
occupation are major planks of 
Lisbon’s broad cooperation ef- 
forts in its former Asian colony.

Portuguese Environment 
Minister Francisco Nunes 
Correia, who chaired the Lisbon 
meeting on droughts and water 
shortages, told a closing news 
conference that the Portuguese- 
backed idea of preparing specific 
legislation for droughts had “not 
been excluded”, but that the min- 
isters had opted in favour of “pru- 
dence” while assessing the ef- 
fects of measures and mecha- 
nisms enshrined in a recently 
approved W ater Framework Di- 
rective. 

“There was no rejection” of his 
proposal for anew drought-spe- 
cific directive, Nunes Correia 


said, adding that a “prior evalua- 
tion” of the effectiveness of the 
current law would be carried out. 

The current directive, or EU 
law, had “insufficiencies” as far 
as droughts were concerned and 
the need might arise for new leg- 
islation with a stronger focus on 
“preventive measures”, he told 
Lusa last Friday, speaking for the 
Portuguese EU presidency. 

The bloc’s environment min- 
isters agreed Saturday at their 
informal council on droughts and 
water shortages, that it was nec- 
essary to implement the current 
directive to “the limits of its po- 
tential” and to carry on with the 


preparation of management 
plans for Europe’s river basins, 
Nunes Correia said. 

The management plans, he 
urged, “should be broadened and 
deepened in concept” and 
adapted to “strategies arising 
from climate changes”. 

The host minister also under- 
lined the need for drought- and 
water shortage-related issues to 
be taken into consideration in the 
definition of all European poli- 
cies, calling on Brussels to use 
structural funds to combat the 
two problems, which are differ- 
ing phenomena.

EU expresses solidarity with Greece 
overforest fires, pledges continued aid 

The Portuguese EU presidency expressed its “deepest solidarity” towards Greece in 
the wake of devastating forest fires that destroyed thousands of hectares of farm and 
woodland and killed more than 60 people. 


Speaking at the close of a 
meeting of EU environment 
ministers, Portugal’ s Francisco 
Nunes Correia told the Greek 
delegation that the entire bloc 
hoped Athens would “quickly 
overcome” the “difficult situa- 
tion” and that it could count on 
all possible “concrete forms of 


European solidarity”. 

Portugal has j oined many other 
EU partners in sending fire-fight- 
ing teams, planes and other equip- 
ment, under the coordination of 
the EU’ s civil defence agency, to 
help combat infernos that have 
raged across southern Greece for 
days. 


European Commission 
president Jose Manuel Durao 
Barroso flew over charred areas 
of Greece Saturday, promising 
continued aid. 

The EU environment minis- 
ters were gathered in Lisbon to 
discuss issues related to 
drought and water shortage.

I ncorporating INEM ’ s 
emergency response 
services, the VMER is a 
specially-adapted 
Volkswagen Passat that is 
called out to intervene in severe 
accidents or sudden health crises 
that are, in principal, life- 
threatening. 

These can include cardiac ar- 
rest, respiratory complications, 
and trauma. The customised car 
seats three and is equipped with 
mobile life-saving apparatus like 
a defibrillator, oxygen, a heart- 
monitor, and vital medicines. 

Now numbeering 37 VMERs 
in continental Portugal, there are 
only three in the Algarve, in F aro, 
Albufeira, and Portimao, the first 
of which arrived in 2000 to serve 
Faro’s District Hospital. 

This was followed by 
Portimao’ s ‘Barlavento Hospi- 
tal’ VMER, in 2001, and, more 
recently, the Albufeira-based 
unit, initially requested to tem- 
porarily assist during the EURO 
2004 football championships, 
but which proved so necessary, 
itremained. It can also be revealed 
that a fourth VMER vehicle will 
soon be arriving to serve the East- 
ern Algarve. 

However, between the three 
existing Algarve-based units, 
dozens of lives are saved on a 
weekly basis, altogether the 37 
vehicles making a crucial differ- 
ence to worst-case scenarios 
around the country. 

To find out more about this lit- 
tle-reported service, and to witness 
firsthand the difference VMER 
and its dedicated professionals 
makes. The Portugal News ac- 
companied one of the Barlavento 
Hospital’ s 24-hour teams ona shift 
last Saturday night. 

Located in a specially built 
headquarter situated beneath the 
hospital unit, next to the facili- 
ties for legal medicine (i.e. 
morgue), the VMER teams are 
formed by two specially- trained 
elements - a doctor and assisting 
nurse - at any given time. There 
are currently 10 doctors and 14 
nurses comprising the Barlavento 
VMER team, all of whom are 
fully-qualified, active profes- 
sionals who volunteer to undergo 
training to become part of the 
specialist crew. 


Seldom will a day go by when the word INEM - 
National Institute for Medical Emergencies - is not 
included in one news report or another, normally 
relating to serious accidents, traffic or otherwise, in 
which urgent medical assistance is required. But 
rarely is the acronym VMER used, though in 
essence VMER, ‘Vehicle for Medical Emergencies 
and Resuscitation’, can also translate as the 
difference between life and death. 


I was to accompany 56-year- 
old Dr. Jose Leite, also a eardiolo- 
gist, and 29-year-old nurse Sara 
Antunes. Both have been with 
the VMER team sinee its arrival 
at the Barlavento Hospital six 
years ago, and both have full-time 
jobs at the Hospital. 

Dr. Leite is, in faet, 
Portimao ’ s head VMER eoordi- 
nator and was one of the respon- 
sible parties for bringing INEM 
(and subsequently VMER) to the 
Algarve, along with a handful of 
doctors from Faro. He was the 
first VMER medie in Portimao, 
and one of the first in the Algarve. 

Bom in Oporto Dr. Leite spent 
most of his upbringing and adult 
life inMozambique. He originally 
wanted to be a eommercial airline 
pilot, though ended up following 
the example of a loeal doetor, 
someone he explains he “looked 
upto”. 

After praetieing medieine in 
Mozambique for a number of 
years, where he assisted victims 
of the eivil war, he eventually re- 
turned to Portugal in 1 985 . 

Nurse Sara Antunes is softly 
spoken, friendly, and far-re- 
moved from the mental image one 
eonjures up when thinking of 
professionals who intervene in 
some of the most atroeious aeei- 
dents to oecur. Despite her 
lively, gentle nature, Sara is the 
shift’s designated driver (as all 
nurses are, be they male or fe- 
male) and drives at high speeds 
with nerves of steel. 

On stand-by 24 hours a day, 
working either eight- or 1 6-hour 
shifts, the team must be ready to 
drop everything, be inside their 
vehicle, and on be their way 
within 45 seeonds. A global Eu- 
ropean goal is for sueh units to be 
at their destination within eight 
minutes of ‘The Call’ (exeept of 
course, when the distanee is far- 
fetehed, in this ease for example, 
Alj ezur, then the goal is of around 
20 minutes), though ideally. Dr. 
Leite would like to see this re- 
dueedtofive. 

“The first five minutes follow- 
ing a serious aecident or sudden

health failure are vital”, he ex- 
plains. This is why another of the 
doctor’ s long-term goals is to raise 
general awareness and edueate on 
a widespread soeial level about 
Basie Life Support (SBV), which 
differs from basie first aid as it 
eoneentrates solely on maintain- 
ing the vietim alive. 

Eaeh time the VMER ear is 
ealled out, it eosts the National 
Health Serviee approximately 
€150. Sustained by an agreement 
between INEM and the respee- 
tive hospital, the vehiele is essen- 
tial, yet eannot afford to be mis- 
used. Emergeney 112 ealls, be- 
fore being redireeted to VMER, 
are filtered and analysedby a een- 
tral board ealled CODU - Orien- 
tation Centre for Emergeney Pa- 
tients -who establish the level of 
urgency and which department 
the ease should be assigned to. 

VMER take the worst ones, 
always assisted by loeal 
Bombeiros, all of whieh have 
INEM ambulanees at their sta- 
tions. Their arrival on seene is 
separated only by fraetions of 
seconds, and neither eould earry 
out their full responsibilities 
without the other, working hand- 
in-hand to save lives. 

When I arrive for my ‘ shift’ at 
18h00, the duo, whieh started 
their shift at 1 6h00, have already 
been on their first call-out, to a 
notorious drug-related ghetto in 
Portimao, where they gave urgent 
medieal assistanee to a man suf- 
fering an overdose. The indi- 
vidual in question refused further 
hospital treatment, though their 
intervention eould have saved 
him from a bleak fate and hope- 
fully given him a second chance. 

As we wait for our next eall- 
out. Dr Leite tells me of the pre- 
vious evening’ s aetivities, when 
he was requested to assist what 
he deseribes as a “truly brutal and 
extremely violent” car crash, in 
Budens, Lagos (see report page 
14). Seven people were involved 
in the erash, four died. Two were 
killed instantly, and Dr. Leite 
spent more than an hour working 
on the other two to stabilise them 
to get them into an ambulanee and 
on way to the hospital. Unfortu- 
nately, these victims also later 
suecumbed to their injuries. 

As he tells me how the team 
spent the night “trying to piek 
pieees of bodies off the road to 
put in bags” it makes me wonder 
if these gruesome ineidents ever 
affeet the professionals involved 
on a more emotional level. 

“No, we learn to build barri- 
ers”, he tells me. “As a eardiolo- 
gist, one of the first things I had 
to do for my studies was open a 
eorpse. After so many years in 
the job, you just get used to if’. 

Soft-spoken sunny Sara 
agrees. Eventhoughher eareer is 
eonsiderably shorter than the 
doetor’ s, she has seen her fair 


share of atrocities. 

“Y ou build defenees”, she ex- 
plains, though they both agree 
that when an ineident involves 
ehildren, the sensitivity stakes 
are mueh higher. 

Contrary to what is widely 
assumed, most of the eall-outs are 
not road-aceident related (though 
these do make up a large part), but 
rather sudden illnesses. 

“The recent tightening in eon- 
struetion and building safety 
laws and the eompletion of the 
All has signifieantly redueed 
the number of aceidents over the 
past few years” Dr. Leite ex- 
plains, “Before the All people 
used the EN 125 like a motorway, 
and that was when the worst ae- 
eidents happened”. 

Our first call comes through at 
around 20h00, and in less than five 
minutes we are at the vietim’ s 
home. Uneonseious and laid out 
on the sofa, an 80-year-old 
woman is thought to have had a 
stroke. Within seconds Sara and 
Dr. Leite are observing her heart- 
beat on a transportable monitor. 
In a flash she is given a drip and 
oxygen, and within another few 
seeonds, a ealm, ealeulated diag- 
nosis of her eondition is made. 

As the doetor eompletes his 
intervention, nurse Sara ealmly 
talks to the patient as she begins 
to regain eonseiousness. Minutes 
later the woman is in the ambu- 
lanee, still under the doetor’ s 
watehful eye, before arriving at 
the hospital and being handed 
over to the appropriate unit. 


Throughout the night two 
more eases oeeur, one whilst we 
are about to enj oy dinner (whieh 
was immediately dropped and 
left untouehed, a normal oeeur- 
renee for VMER teams and 
merely a hazard of the j ob that no- 
one eomplains about), the last 
one taking plaee in a respite 
home, just before midnight. 

This last ease made the reality 
of the natural aging process really 
hit home, as an 85-year-old 
woman lay immobile in her bed, 
barely breathing and barely con- 
scious. She hadreeently suffered 
pneumonia and eould not have 
weighedmore than45 kilos. Her 
heartbeat was weak, as were her 
other vital signs. 

The bombeiros arrived min- 
utes after VMER, and together. 


against all odds and likelihood, 
stabilised the elderly woman so 
she eould be transported to hos- 
pital. 

At the end of my ‘shift’ , just 
after 0 IhOO, I was physically and 
emotionally drained, and rather 
surprised how in the midst of 
tragedy and illness, these profes- 
sionals provided remarkable re- 
assuranee, foeused ealmness and 
eapability in defeating death. 

As Sara ehecks and re-stoeks 
the vehiele with her replaeement, 
nurse Cristina Martins, Dr. Leite 
settles baek in his reclining chair 
and looks to the TV, preparing 
for another eight hours of saving 
lives, ready to jump out of his 
ehair the instant he gets ‘The 
Call’.

Smooth start to technical 
analysis ofReform Treaty 

The technical and legal analysis of the European Union’s draft Reform 
T reaty got off to a smooth start, a spokesman for the Portuguese EU 
presidency has said. Manuei Carvaiho, in comments to Lusa in Brusseis 
Thursday, said a “juridicai transposition of the poiiticai mandate” for the 
charter had begun in a “very tranquii manner”. 



“It’s the begiiming of a very 
technical process”, Carvalho 
said, referring to the analysis of 
the Portuguese draft text being 
made by specialists from the 27- 
memberbloc thatbegan Wednes- 
day and runs through next Thurs- 
day. 

The union’ s foreign ministers 
meet in the northern Portuguese 
city of Viana do Castelo next Fri- 
day and Saturday for a first po- 
litical assessment of the docu- 
ment and evaluation of the tech- 
nical-juridical studies underway 
in Brussels. 

Lisbon hopes agreement will 
be reached on the document at the 
informal summit of EU leaders in 
Lisbon on October 18-19, allow- 
ing it to be signed later in the year 
in the Portuguese capital. 

Describing the charter as its 
“priority of priorities”, the Por- 
tuguese EU presidency opened 
an Intergovernmental Confer- 
ence on the Reform Treaty in 
Brussels on July 23, presenting 
a draft based on the consensual 
political mandate it received one 
month before from Europe ’ s lead- 
ers. 

Once signed, the charter 


would require ratification by all effect ahead of the European 
the bloc’s 27 members, either parliamentary elections set for 
through parliamentary action or June 2009 .

Banks robbed eveiy 60 hours 



Latest statistics on bank robberies show 
that 139 institutions were heid up during 
the course of iast year, transiating into 
one robbery every 60 hours. These 
figures were reieased in the week of yet 
another spate of daring hoid-ups, and in 
which the assaiiants stiii remain at iarge 
despite poiice manhunts. 


According to data released by 
the European Banking F ederation 
for 200 5 , the maj ority ofbankrob- 
beries were perpetrated by eiti- 
zens from former Eastern Bloe 
eountries or Brazil. In total, assail- 
ants made off with € 1 .3 million. 

In 2005 , the number of robber- 


ies in Portugal (153) made it the 
seventh most likely eountry to 
reeord a hold-up. 

But by eomparison, Portugal 
is far from reeording the numbers 
in eountries sueh as Italy (more 
than 3,000 bankrobberies ayear), 
Germany (728) and Spain (484). 


Profile of new 
anti-terrorism 
coordinatorunder 
study 

The European Councii is “studying the profiie” of a 
new coordinator for EU combat against terrorism, 
Portugai’s state secretary for European Affairs, Joao 
Lobo Antunes, toid the European Pariiament on 
Wednesday. 


Lobo Antunes did not elabo- 
rate further on the seareh for a 
replaeement for the bloe ’ s “Mr. 
Terrorism”, Gij s de Vries of the 
Netherlands, who resigned last 
Mareh for personal reasons. 

The EU ereated the anti-ter- 
rorism post in 2004, following 
the Mareh 1 1 train bombings in 
Madrid that killed 191 people. 

Also addressing parliament 
in Strasbourg, the Commis- 
sioner for Justiee and Internal 
Affairs, Franeo Frattini, 
warned that the terrorist threat 


in Europe remained “high” and 
that Brussels was readying a 
paekage of new preventive 
measures. 

“All sources indieate that the 
threat of new terrorist attaeks 
remains high”, Frattini told the 
plenary session devoted to ter- 
rorism issues. 

He said the European Com- 
mission was polishing new anti- 
terrorism proposals on use of 
the Internet, greater eontrol 
over explosives, and the analy- 
sis of airline passenger data. 
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Police suspect Portuguese serap metal 
merchant in theft of US president’s statue 


Guinea-Bissau police have 
found the missing bronze 
statue of former US 
President Ulysses S. Grant 
buried in a hole and banned 
travel abroad by a 
Portuguese scrap metal 
businessman suspected in 
the affair. 


“Nationals and foreigners are 
involved, namely Alpoim 
Calvao”, a deeorated former of- 
fieer in Portugal’ s eolonial army 
during Guinea-Bissau’s struggle 
for independenee more than 
three deeades ago, a Judieiary 
Poliee offieial told the LusaNews 
Ageney.

Calvao, best known for having 
led a failed eommando raid on the 
eapital of neighbouring Guinea- 
Conakry in 1 970 to eliminate the 
then Portuguese eolony ’ s nation- 
alist guerrilla leaders, was ordered 
Monday not to leave the eountry 
and to report to poliee.

Short-Term Lets to Holiday Makers

This is the first in a 4 part series examining issues concerning 
short-term iets to hoiiday makers: 

1 ) Misinterpreted Legislation • 2) When Renting becomes a Business 
3) Commercial vs Residential Lets • 4) Rental Agent vs Villa Manager 


Part 1 : Misinterpreteid Legislation 


Two sets of legislation co- 
exist to regulate different types 
of rental activity. On the one 
hand, holiday lets in 
''Empreendimentos 
Tunsticos” (tourist develop- 
ments) such as hotels, holiday 
complexes and camping facili- 
ties are defined and regulated 
under Decree Law n° 167/97, 
altered and republished under 
Decree Law n°5 5/2002, decen- 
tralising many responsibilities 
from the central Tourism Bu- 
reau {Direcgdo Geral de 
Turismo) to local Town Coun- 
cils {Camaras). 

On the other hand, general 
letting of residential property 
is governed by the “Novo Re- 
gime de Arrendamento 
Urbano ” (General Renting 
Law), recently overhauled in 
2006. These statutes fully rec- 
ognise temporary short-term 
letting, such as occurs with 
tourists, students, teachers and 
certain other professions. This 
particular form of rental merits 
special consideration in the stat- 
utes to the degree that it is seen 
as an “exceptional” activity in 
that the law stipulates no mini- 
mum rental period (as normally 
would be the case in conven- 
tional residential lets), nor are 


contracts required when occu- 
pancy is below 6 months. 

If your letting is more com- 
mercial in nature rather than resi- 
dential, a third option maybe ap- 
propriate: ''Hospedageni’' 

(Guest House). In this case, you 
made need this property licence 
which permits both private use 
as well as commercial tourist lets. 
The type of property licence is 
defined in local Council legisla- 
tion and will vary from township 
to township. 

None of these three options 
addresses fully the actual activ- 
ity practised by most owners: 
letting of “Self-Catering” vil- 
las and apartments. Given this 
basic inadequacy in the legisla- 
tion, it should not come as a sur- 
prise that the ''ASAE” inspec- 
tors have their own narrow read- 
ing of legislation that often dis- 
regards not only the fundamen- 
tal aspects of the Law but also 
confuses central license issues of 
the economic activity that they 
allegedly are trying to regulate. 
Therefore the controversy. 

However, if owners are guilty 
of other flagrant compliance vio- 
lations (such as no Portuguese in- 
come tax declaration), threatened 
Agents and Owners may have 
difficulty mounting a proper de- 


fence and refuting the possible 
misinterpretation of the statutes. 

In the following series of arti- 
cles, we will analyse various as- 
pects of the holiday let activity 
to help distinguish been “resi- 
dential” offerings and more 
“commercial” tourist-related 
business. As is to be expected, 
there is no one-size-fits-all solu- 
tion; clear advantages and draw- 
backs exist to each option. It is 
only by understanding your own 
particular situation as well as the 
legislation involved that you 
will achieve a viable and lawful 
solution.

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Flu vaccine on sale from Oetober 1 st 

A vaccination against fiu wiii be on saie to the generai pubiic from the first of October, whiist heaith 
authorities have piedged to increase the amount of vaccinations avaiiabie to those considered ‘at risk’, 
nameiy over-65s and the chronicaiiy iii. 

A pamphlet devised by the 
national health board is intended 
to divulge their intentions in of- 
fering more vaccinations to the 
‘risk’ groups, something that was 
achieved last year. 

According to a spokesperson 
for the N ational Health Ob serva- 
tory, during the so-called ‘flu- 
season’ 2006/2007, a “significant 
rise in the number of vaccinations 
given to the over 65” was regis- 
tered, having covered more than 
50% of that population. 

On the other hand, in regard 
to the general population, there 
was a fall from 19.1 per cent in 
2006, to 14.3 per cent last sea- 


London accepts 
Zimbabwe rep at Lisbon 
summit, but not Mugabe 


The United Kingdom ac- 
cepts the presence of a Zimba- 
bwe government representa- 
tive at the EU/Africa summit, 
as long as President Robert 
Mugabe does not participate, a 
British diplomatic source told 
Lusa News Agency this week 
in London. 

“We always said we’d like 
Zimbabwe to be represented, 
but we don’t want it to be Mr. 
Mugabe, because we believe 
that could cast a shadow over 
the summit,” the Foreign Min- 
istry spokesperson stated. 

The same source specifically 
declined to comment on the sug- 
gestion by the European com- 
missioner for external relations, 
Benita Ferrero-Waldner, that 
Zimbabwe be represented at 
the summit by “a high-level 
minister such as the foreign 
minister”. 

Portuguese President Cavaco 
Silva suggested the same solu- 
tion Wednesday during a visit 
to the European Parliament in 
Strasbourg. 

“We are discussing various 
solutions with our partners,” 
the British spokesperson told 
Lusa, without indicating any 
specific scenarios. 

The issue will be discussed 
again at the end of the week in 


Secretary David Miliband trav- 
els to the northern city of V iana 
do Castelo for an informal meet- 
ing ofEU foreign ministers. 

The United Kingdom has led 
efforts to block Mugabe ’ s pres- 
ence atthe December EU/Africa 
summit in Lisbon, invoking the 
current EU sanctions against 
the Zimbabwean leader. 

The sanctions were imposed 
due to human rights violations 
in Zimbabwe. However, vari- 
ous African leaders have in- 
sisted that all countries should 
be invited and represented at 
the summit. 

British diplomacy hopes 
that the “Lisbon summit will 
go ahead and be successful” in 
discussing issues such as envi- 
ronmental protection or hu- 
man rights, the British foreign 
ministry spokesperson 

stressed. 

The holding of the second EU/ 
Africa summit of heads of state 
and government this December 
8-9 in Lisbon is one of the pri- 
orities ofPortugal’ s current six- 
month EU presidency term. 

The first EU/Africa summit 
was held in April 2000 in Cairo, 
during the previous Portuguese 
EU presidency, though its fol- 
low-up has been delayed due to 
differences over the situation in

BmtalBudens 
car crash kills 
four, injures three 


A violent car crash involving 
seven people took place on the 
EN125 last Friday night, near to 
the Burgau crossing, Budens, V ila 
do Bispo, and claimed the lives 
of four people in what has been 
one of the most fatal summers to 
date. 

Two of the fatalities were con- 
firmed at the scene of the acci- 
dent, now identified as 24-year- 
old Vera Lucia Lucas Leal, and 
Ukrainian Vasyl Markiv, who, 
despite receiving emergency 
medical resuscitation attempts, 
did not survive the severity of his 
injuries. 

Of the five remaining injured, 
all of whom were transported to 
Portimao’ s Barlavento Hospital, 
53-year-old Manuel Teixeira 
Marques and 19-year-old Ana 
Rita Ribeiro also succumbed to 
their injuries, resulting in a total 
of four deaths and three injuries. 

Ana Rita Ribeiro was on holi- 
day in the Algarve with her boy- 
friend, Luis F ilipe, who was also 
involved in the accident and es- 
caped with a few injuries. The 
couple were travelling in one of 
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the two ill-fated vehicles. Of the 
remaining victims, who were all 
travelling in the second vehicle, 
four of the five were civil con- 
struction workers. 

Both vehicles involved were 
Opel Corsas, and collided head- 
on, though it is not clear which 
direction the vehicles were trav- 
elling in. The cause of the crash 
is as yet unknown. 

Notorious for its faded road 
signage, the Burgau intersection 
has been the scene of numerous 
accidents. Allegedly the national 
road institute Institute de 
Estrada is aware of the situation, 
though has yet to make improve- 
ments. 

There have been 51 deaths 
registered on the Algarve ’ s roads 
since January this year, the same 
number as was registered in the 
region for the whole of 2006. 

Since Friday 26*, seven lives 
have been lost on the region’s 
roads, one in Messines, two in 
Odeleite, and four in Burgau.

Six thousand homes and four 
million olive trees burned, half 
the forests of Greeee gone, and 
sixty-four people dead is a 
huge loss, and in the earbon- 
ised landscapes of the 
Peleponnese it is hard to im- 
agine that people will ever live 
there again. But what nobody 
saw coming was the political 
fall-out: this may be the first 
time that a government falls 
because of climate change. 

When the centre-right gov- 
ernment of Costas Karamanlis 
called an early election last 
month after only three years in 
office, it had a comfortable 
lead in the opinion polls and 
was cruising towards a certain 
victory. The fires changed all 
that, shaking people’s trust in 
the competence not just of the 
government but of the estab- 
lished parties in general. In the 
last published opinion polls 
(Greek law bans polls in the 
last two weeks before the Sep- 
tember 16 election), neither 
Karamanlis ’ s New Democracy 
nor the centre-left opposition 
party, PASOK, had even forty 
percent of the vote. 

The beneficiaries were the 
extreme right Laos party, a nor- 
mally marginal group preach- 
ing nationalism, hatred of im- 
migrants and Orthodox Chris- 
tianity (its posters urge all 
Greeks to unite as “one fist”), 
and the equally fringe party of 
the hard left called Syriza. Nei- 
ther party is represented in the 
present parliament, since they 
could not clear the legal thresh- 
old of three percent of the 
popular vote. 

They are both very likely to 
be in the next parliament — 
and if the two maj or parties end 
up more or less tied, as seems 
probable, extremists of one 
sort or another will be able to 
extort a high political price in 
return for agreeing to support 
a coalition government. 

Obviously, we can’t just ex- 
trapolate from this single ex- 
ample and say that climate dis- 
asters lead to a polarisation and 
radicalisation of politics, but 
this is a phenomenon that war- 
rants attention. After a week 
like the Greeks had, there was 
bound to be a political reac- 
tion, but does it mean anything 
for other places? 

First of all, were these fires 
really caused by climate 
change? After all, there were 
fires of a similar scale in 
Greece about a century ago, 
and of course the land did turn 
green again after a few years. 
But uncontrollable 

“megafires” are ceasing to be 
once-in-a-century events. An- 
other one burned about a quar- 
ter of the island of Tenerife in 
the Canary Islands this sum- 
mer. 

There have been comparable

megafires in the past few years 
in France, Portugal, Canada, 
Russia, Indonesia, South Af- 
rica and Brazil. In the United 
States, where a forest fire that 
burned more than 5,000 acres 
(2,000 hectares) was relatively 
rare twenty years ago, in the 
past decade there have been 
more than 200 megafires that 
burned at least ten times that 
area. Six of the past ten years 
have seen the previous US 
record for the amount of land 
devastated by forest fires bro- 
ken. 

If this isn’t climate change 
in full costume dress, it is cer- 
tainly its first cousin. Tem- 
peratures in Greece this sum- 
mer hit 46 degrees C (1 15 de- 
grees F), unheard of even ten 
years ago. In a Mediterranean 
climate where almost all the 
rain falls in the winter, this 
virtually guaranteed massive 
forest fires. 

There is a prima facie case 
for seeing this as a manifesta- 
tion of climate change — so 
what about the political reac- 
tion in Greece? It has been ugly 
on every side. 

Karamanlis ’s government, 
having made few preparations 
for coping with massive fires 
despite the speed with which 
the problem has grown in re- 
cent years, was slow to respond 
to the crisis, and then tried to 
shift the blame for its failures 
by claiming that the fires were 
set by arsonists, saboteurs and 
terrorists. Its spokesmen ram- 
bled on about “assymetrical 
terrorist threats” and an “or- 
ganised plan” to destabilise the 
country, but those Greeks para- 
noid enough to believe such 
claptrap did not forgive the 
New Democrats for their sins. 
Instead, they promptly shifted 
their votes to the extremists 
who promised to “crack down 
hard” on something or other. 

It hardly matters what they 
crack down on. Minorities and 
immigrants are usually fa- 
voured by the far right, which 
will probably be the main ben- 
eficiary of these events in 
Greece, but it’s pure symbol- 
ism, so the actual target 
doesn’t matter. Any outsider or 
foreigner will do. 

N o w envisage a world where 
climate change is really hitting 
hard. The Mississippi delta, 
various Pacific islands and a 
good deal of Bangladesh are 
disappearing beneath the 
waves. The Amazon is burn- 
ing, the monsoon has failed for 
the third successive year in the 
Indian sub-continent, and 
Spain, Italy, Greece and Tur- 
key are turning into deserts. 
Will people and governments 
be sweetly reasonable, seeking 
collaborative ways to cope 
with a shared international dis- 
aster? 

Sure they will. Just as soon 
as they have shot down all the 
flying pigs.

Police diffuse street-race on 
Vasco da Gama bridge 


After gathering at Lisbon’s 
Ajuda University, dozens of 
street-racing enthusiasts sped 
along the CRIL circuit towards 
the V asco da Gama bridge to take 
part in a high-speed race involv- 
ing numerous, specially-adapted 
cars. Police detected the fast-trav- 
elling pack before they reached 
the bridge and managed to diffuse 
the challenge. 

Eight of twelve drivers were 
identified, two being fined for 
speeding after authorities regis- 
tered speeds of 200 and 216 kilo- 
metres per hour. A further six 


were issued with charges for par- 
ticipating in an illegal race. As a 
result, the National Authority for 
Road Prevention will subj ect all 
of the involved drivers to psy- 
chological exams. 

These tests will determine if 
the youths are psychologically fit 
to drive, and, should the tests 
come back negative, the offend- 
ers may face losing their licenses 
for good. 

Equipped with specialised 
apparatus to register and capture 
images of vehicles at high veloci- 
ties, the police car spotted the 


group before they reached the 
bridge, verified their speed, and 
took action a few kilometres af- 
ter they were initially detected. 

That same night police inter- 
vened in a second gathering near 
the Parque das Na9oes. 

Since 2005, both the PSP po- 
lice and the GNR include un- 
marked vehicles in their fleets to 
patrol traffic inside and out of 
urban centres.

Lighthouse-museum in Cascais 


More than 5,600 visitors have 
made their way to see the coun- 
try ’ s first ever ‘Lighthouse-mu- 
seum’, which was inaugurated on 
July 27*, in Cascais. 

Mainly foreigners, the visi- 
tors are believed to have been 
captivated by an ‘enchanting’ 
publicity campaign, heralded as 
a “huge success”. 

Still active in its navigational 
role, Cascais’ Santa Marta light- 
house has, since last year, been 
undergoing remodelling by local 
authorities in cooperation with 
the navy. The aim is to offer visi- 
tors a detailed view of what light- 
house captains’ residencies 
looked like, as well as showing 
their tools and way of life. 

From the 1 .5 million euro in- 
vestment ample sea-view plat- 
forms were erected around the 
structure, along with a documen- 
tation centre, a cafe, and an area 
in which to display historical 
items recuperated by the navy. 

In total, since July 27*, 5,645 
people have visited the real-life 
museum. 

Said Carla Fernandes, head of 
Cascais City Hall’s Museum 
Department, “It has achieved 
enormous success, which is due 
not only to a strong promotional 


campaign, but also to the fact that 
it is summer, it is by the sea, and 
it is something very appealing, as 
well as being magicaf’. 

Considering the lighthouse- 
museum to be a “benefit” to the 
city hall, Carla Fernandes also 
said, “Even if visitors know noth- 


ing about the lighthouse, the area 
where it is located makes it stand 
out. All it takes is to keep the 
doors open, and people will al- 
ways come in”. 

Of the five thousand plus visi- 
tors, more than three thousand 
were foreigners.

Two 

bouncers 
shot at 
nightclub 

Following a wave of crime 
that appears to be targeting 
prominent nightclubs around 
the country, a latest incident 
saw two bouncers of a highly- 
frequented venue being shot in 
the early hours of the morning. 

Police have confirmed the 
shooting took place at Nell’s 
Discotheque, in Campo 
Grand, at around 03h00 
which left a 32-year-old and a 
34-year-old injured. 

B oth of the men were bounc- 
ers and are presently under ob- 
servation in Lisbon’s Santa 
Maria Hospital, where they 
were treated by Cardio- Vascu- 
lar surgery services. 

Three other women related 
to the incident were also given 
medical assistance, though 
were subsequently released. 

A television channel has 
since reported that the men 
were shot at close range, by 
two individuals who kept 
their faces covered through- 
out the attack, and that the 
entire incident was taped by 
CCTV cameras. 

This latest attack comes in 
the wake of a shooting that 
took place one week ago, in an 
Oporto nightclub, where the 
owner was fatally wounded.

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Spanish guards carry out 
car checks on bridge 


The Spanish civil guards car- 
ried out two vehicle checks on 
vehicles crossing the Guadiana 
bridge, despite the Portuguese 
authorities confirming they 
were never informed. 

All vehicles leaving the Al- 
garve for Andalusia were ran- 
domly stopped and checked, 
along with their drivers and oc- 
cupants. 

This intervention comes 
three days after authorities in 
Spain were put on ‘Red Alert’ 
following recent ETA attacks. 


A source from the 
Guadiana’ s dual post did con- 
firm knowing about the opera- 
tions, though reportedly did 
not know of their purpose. 

Over the past few days, 
Spanish authorities have rein- 
forced the possibility that ETA 
terrorists may have an infra- 
structure in Portugal, after the 
Basque terrorist organisation 
prepared two attacks in Spain, 
one of which it carried through, 
on August 24^^, both involving 
cars rented in Portugal. 



Algarve MP celebrates 
construction of flyover 


Social Democrat MP Mendes 
Bota this week satisfactorily re- 
vealed the Government’s deci- 
sion to concede the construction 
of a pedestrian bridge over the 
Quatro Estradas junction, near 
Quarteira/Almancil . 

Mendes Bota originally re- 
quested the flyover in July, and 
has actively campaigned for it 
ever since. Reportedly “satis- 
fied” with the outcome, a minor 
victory, it was also said that the 
Ministry of public works had 
admitted that a problem had been 
created with the new Louie/ 
Quarteiraroad. 


In July, the PSD/Algarve sent 
a letter to the Republican Assem- 
bly, asking the national road in- 
stitute, Estradas de Portugal, to 
erect a pedestrian bridge over the 
stretch with “maximum ur- 
gency”. 

Some 500 people live in the 
vicinity of Quatro Estradas, on 
the edge of the EN125, and for 
years risked their lives by dash- 
ing across the hectic EN 125. The 
situation has been worsened 
with the recently completed new 
stretch having a central divider, 
impeding pedestrians from 
crossing.

Re: Algarve housing crisis 

SIR, As reported in Portugal 
News and elsewhere, the Asso- 
eiation of Building and Public 
Works Industries (AICCOPN) 
is anxious to attract expatriate 
buyers to boost the flagging Por- 
tuguese housing market. Leaving 
aside the obvious thought that the 
threat of rising interest rates, the 
housing market crisis in Spain and 
the collapse of ‘sub-prime’ lend- 
ing in the US is rapidly becoming 
a universal problem for most 
potential second home seekers, 
perhaps the AICCOCPN should 
look closer to home for a solution 
to their current dilemma. 

The quite obvious fact is that 
the housing booms in Britain and 
Ireland finally appear to be on the 
wane with a consequent drying up 
of equity release purchasing 
power for second homes in the 
sun. Add to this, the recent avail- 
ability of cheap housing in the old 
Warsaw Pact countries - Poland, 
Hungary Czech Republic etc - and 
in even hotter Eastern Mediterra- 
nean regions, and it can readily be 
seen that the eyes of a dwindling 
band of purchasers are increas- 
ingly drawn to much cheaper ar- 
eas than Portugal. The problem 
though is vastly exacerbated by a 
much bigger local threat than 
(maybe only a temporary) loss of 
liquidity of European buyers and 
one that is unlikely to easily dis- 
appear without urgent, coura- 
geous action on the part of the Por- 
tuguese Government. 

I refer of course to the sudden 
rigorous enforcement of tourist let 
licensing regulations which had 
lain dormant since the late 1 990s; 
seemingly engendered through an 
unholy alliance of the hotel indus- 


try- j ealous of the revenue gained 
through the hitherto unregulated 
self catering industry, and central 
Government always looking at 
new ways of raising taxes and 
fees. It is not my aim here to ex- 
plain the potential damage to the 
traditional tourist power base of 
the Algarve in particular, which in 
any event has already been iden- 
tified by all of the local camaras, 
but to see how this issue directly 
impacts on the housing market. 

Anyone familiar with second 
home promotional TV (Place In 
The Sun, etc.) will readily appre- 
ciate that much is always made of 
the potential rental income from 
homes in major tourist destina- 
tions to ease the financial pain of 
the purchase. Many expatriates in 
the Algarve I am sure would ad- 
mit to this ‘buy to let’ rationale 
with its valuable source of income 
during the years leading up to a 
more permanent occupation of 
their ‘home in the sun’ as a key 
factor in their purchase decision. 
At a stroke almost, this benefit to 
owners will be severely curtailed 
by the new licensing costs, and in 
any event the mere threat of 
snooping authoritarianism may 
cause buyers to look elsewhere for 
their purchase. 

Consequently, we maybe lead- 
ing up to a similar crisis to that 
engendered by the offshore com- 
pany taxation fiasco; only re- 
cently addressed by government 
reforms which may well be too 
late. Unlike the case of the latter, 
it may be not too late for the Gov- 
ernment to rethink the whole sys- 
tem ofregulation of the self-cater- 
ing industry, and it should be to 
them that AICCOPN should ap- 
peal in the first instant as an at- 


tempt to avert the housing crisis. 

As a final note, and notwith- 
standing the above, I am bound to 
say that as a resident of the West- 
ern Algarve there seems to be lit- 
tle evidence of any reduction in 
the unbridled apartment block 
development in cities such as La- 
gos or the teeming golf course con- 
structions each with their 300 to 
600 plus villas and town houses. 
On the assumption that all this 
housing under construction or al- 
ready builthasaready market, one 
could argue that there is no hous- 
ing crisis at all - or am I being a lit- 
tle naive?

geous St David’s Hotel and Spa 
in glittering Cardiff Bay, named 
as one of the world’ s top 20 des- 
tinations by style gums Conde 
Nast. Evenif£260/€385-a night 
rooms are beyond your budget, 
it’s worth treating yourself to 
dinner at the gorgeous Tides 
Grill, where ex-Savoy Hotel ehef 
Georg Fuehs presides over a 
kitehen ereating haute euisine 
from the finest Welsh produee. 

Loeal lamb is an obvious 
standout, but there are plenty of 
luseious seafood and game op- 
tions to drool over too. Servings 
are generous, but make sure you 
leave room for the desserts, es- 
peeially the almost-too-beauti- 
ful-to-eat ehoeolate assiette. 

If you prefer a slightly more 
lively atmosphere, there are 
plenty of options in the bars and 
restaurants of Mermaid Quay, a 
short walk along the waterfront 
from St David’s. 

There are more bars here than 
you ean shake a stiek at - and even 
though we wantedtoresearehour 


the joys of whieh are often ex- 
tolled by singer Charlotte 
Chureh - that we were on a mis- 
sion. The eity has undergone 
something of a eultural revolu- 
tion in reeent years - and while 
sports fans ean make a pilgrim- 
age to the Millennium Stadium 
or sink a few pints of Brains beer, 
there ’ s plenty to do if you’re not 
the sporting kind. 

We started our night at Cap- 
sule, a minimalist eafe-bar with 
adjoining art gallery mn by 
Welsh fashion and musie label 
Aeid Casuals. The candle-lit bar 
was a snug shelter from the rain 
outside and, with a good wine list 
and tempting menu, it was diffi- 
cult to tempt ourselves away. 
And to be fair, we were nearly 
paralysed by choice. 

Should we find ourselves an- 
other cosy bar, head to the trendy 
Pontcanna area - Cardiff’s Soho 
- where media types and A- 
listers prefer to drink, or make 
our way to the revitalised Mer- 
maid Quay? 

Indeed, the next morning, over 
a hearty breakfast in the hotel, it 
seemed all our fellow guests were 
recovering from sampling the 
city’s many bars and restau- 
rants. But there’s more to do in 
Cardiff than just nurse a hango- 


ver, and we set off on a day of 
exploring. 

A visit to Cardiff Castle - 
dubbed the UK’ s grandest coun- 
cil house - is another must. The 
castle ’ s thick stone walls contain 
more than 2,000 years of history, 
dating from the arrival of the Ro- 
mans in the first century AD. A 
keep was added after the N orman 
Conquest, followed by more 
medieval fortifications and other 
buildings. 

But the castle really came into 
its own in the late 1 8th century, 
when it came into the possession 
of the Bute family. The second 
Marquis of Bute - an astute man 
in the right place at the right time 
- is credited with transforming 
Cardiff into the world’s greatest 
coal exporting port. 

The castle - and the resulting 
family fortune - passed to his son 
John, who by the 1 860s was re- 
puted to be the richest man in the 
world. 

The third Marquis used his 
wealth to turn the castle into a 
dazzling showcase, hiring archi- 
tect William Burges to preside 
over a 16-year project to trans- 
form it into a fairytale palace. 

The richly decorated rooms 
boast lavish murals, stained glass 
windows, intricate carvings and 


options as fully as possible, it 
was physically impossible to 
visit them all. And, of course, we 
wanted to leave some for next 
time...

Changing Faces 

Whether you’re in a fledging 
relationship or soon-to-be eel- 
ebrating a landmark anniversary, 
you may well have ehanged your 
behaviour without realising. 

“Typieally in long-term rela- 
tionships a pattern often devel- 
ops where people soon fit into 
roles,” says psyehiatrist and re- 
lationship expert. Dr Vietoria 
Lukats. 

“One person may tend to look 
after the fmanees and their part- 
nermay take onamore aetiverole 
in ehoosing where to go on holi- 
day or how to deeorate the house, 
for example. 

“It’s usually true to say peo- 
ple with particularly dominant 
and assertive personalities are 
better suited to partners who are 
slightly less assertive and more 
supportive.” 

But changing your other half 
may not be mission impossible. 
With a lot ofhard work (and tact) 
you may make the transforma- 
tion from hen-pecked husband to 
macho man, or bully boy into 
meek-and-mild gentleman. 

Lukats has this advice: “The 
first thing you must do is make 
the other person aware of how 
they make you feel and it’s best 
to do this in the context of spe- 
cific examples, otherwise they 
will feel their personality is be- 
ing generally criticised and be- 
rated.” 

Instead she advises wannabe 
WAGS: “You then need to give 


constructive feedback in a non- 
heated manner as to how you 
would have liked the situation to 
have been handled. 

“It’s almost impossible to 
change deeply ingrained person- 
ality traits,” Lukats continues. 
“However, with some effort and 
big consideration of your part- 
ner’s feelings it is possible to 
adapt behaviour.” 

Ying And Yang 

Every couple wants to achieve 
harmonious balance in their rela- 
tionship. Heskell has these ex- 
pert tips on how to put bickering 
about control in the past:- 

• Seek balance within yourself 
before you get into a relationship . 
That way you will attract some- 
one who is more balanced. 

• For a balanced relationship to 
work both partners have to be 
willing to make changes. 

• To achieve a shift one part- 
ner has to wake up and develop 
an observer stance as to what is 
going on both in themselves and 
the relationship. 

• Both partners have to let go 
of any blame and actively decide 
to take more/less control in the 
relationship. 

• If problems are consistently 
arising due to a control imbalance, 
it might be advisable to work with 
a coach or counsellor who will 
mediate between a couple.

with a couple of big players now.

Control Imbalance 

It’s not uncommon for one 
partner in a marriage or relation- 
ship to call all the shots. And of- 
ten it’s the other poor partner 
branded “under the thumb” by 
their peers. 

The signs are pretty easy to 
spot, according to relationship 
coach Peta Heskell: “It’s al- 
ways easy to notice who’s in 
charge,” she says. “Who walks 
into the room first? Who hangs 
on the others arm? Who talks 
loudest? Who is the most domi- 
nant conversationally? Who 
makes the decisions?” 

Whether you feel that you’re 
the stronger or weaker force in 
your relationship, Heskell be- 
lieves both parties may have is- 
sues to address if they want 
their partnership to go the dis- 
tance. 

“Problems with control stem 
from lack of selfesteem on both 
sides surprisingly,” she ex- 
plains. “The controlling partner 
will always seek a ‘victim’ type 
person because that allows 
them to feel strong - they need 
to dominate to feel good. 

“The weak partner will natu- 
rally be attracted to someone 
who makes all the decisions be- 
cause they think they can ’ t. Ul- 
timately both partners will feel 
dissatisfied.” 


Tug Of Love 

Strong women in the media 
spotlight such as Victoria 
Beckham, Jennifer Lopez and 
Angelina Jolie are prime examples 
of ladies who regularly take 
charge of their man. 

“Women are forcing men to 
become softer, as we take more 
control,” says Kate Taylor, rela- 
tionship expert for Match.com. 
But is this necessarily a good 
thing? It seems T aylor is on Roy 
Keane’s team. 

“Of course it’s a positive that 
we are no longer chained to the 
sink, saying ‘yes sir, no sir’ all 
day, but women can become 
drunk on liberation and end up 
calling all the shots in a relation- 
ship, from booking restaurants to 
managing the bank accounts. 

“Y ou have to ask yourself: do 
I want this kind of arrangement? 
Often the dominant partner can 
feel overwhelmed by the amount 
of work they’ve taken on.” 

Perhaps giving your partner 
the opportunity to keep the 
‘controlling trousers’ in their 
own closet is the answer. 

Taylor says: “Be warned. You 
have to give your partner space 
to flex their muscles occasionally, 
or they will give in for a while to 
keep the peace, then dump you

It is 
isolated, with no road access and set high on the mountain tops of 
the Maluti mountains. 


A stranger in our home 



A few years after I was born, my Dad met a stranger who was new to 
our small Texas town. From the beginning. Dad was fascinated with 
this enchanting newcomer and soon invited him to live with our family. 
The stranger was quickly accepted and was around from then on. 


There are many eattle posts 
throughout the mountains of 
Lesotho. It is here where the 
shepherds build temporary 
flimsy grass huts. They are built 
for sleeping-in and to protect the 
shepherd from the elements. 
There is a cluster often or twelve 
low grass huts at our cattle post. 
If you have sharp eyes you can 
see them from the dirt road to 
Maseru. 

Early rains arrive in Septem- 
ber/ October. With the rain and 
the warmer temperatures the 
Spring grass appears. It is time 
to move the herds of goats, sheep 
and cattle to these high pastures. 
The herds and their shepherds 
will remain in the cattle post 
area until the end of autumn, 
April/May. At the start of win- 
ter it is a common sight to see a 
shepherd with his donkey laden 
with a metal cooking pot, blan- 
kets, plastic water container and 
sometimes even a home made 
guitar moving through the 
mountains. These are all the 
belongings of a shepherd. The 
herds are moving to the lower 
warmer valleys. It is estimated 
that Lesotho has 60,000 shep- 
herds ranging in age from eight 
years. 

As more and more boys be- 
come orphans as a direct result 


of the HIV/Aids pandemic, so 
the age of the shepherd gets 
lower. Some of the little shep- 
herds do not look old enough to 
have left their homes, let alone 
be exposed to the rough and 
tough lonely life of a shepherd. 

Our Fusi was a typical shep- 



herd. He joined the cattle post 
in February 2006 after the death 
of his father Mohlooa, who 
drowned, swept away in a swol- 
len raging river. His mother had 
her five daughters living at home 
and there was insufficient food 



Compassion for the 
Lesotho Aids orphans 

Jill Kinsey is a missionary with a heart for 
the destitute, especiaiiy chiidren. 


In February 2006, under the 
authority of the Lesotho Meth- 
odist Church, Jill officially 
opened a Children's Centre in 
Semonkong, to alleviate the 
suffering ofthe 2,000 AIDS or- 
phans in the area. Initially 2 1 
ofthe most desperate orphans, 
between the ages of 6 and 14 
years, were given a place to 
live. 

Today that number has 
grown to 61 children. 
Semonkong consists of 84 ru- 
ral villages in Lesotho, South- 
ern Africa.

Added to which his mother 
Thetewe was sick with TB. 

The family was in crisis. She 
could not work. The oldest 
daughter left home and married 
an older shepherd. Fusi, aged 
ten years, was taken by his old 
Great Uncle to the high moun- 
tains to become a shepherd. 

He received no money for his 
fulltime labours but he did get 
food, a blanket and boots. At the 
end of one year his family re- 
ceived two animals as his annual 
payment. An experienced shep- 
herd can earn six to ten goats or 
sheep a year. 

Sadly, in February 2007, 
MeThetewe also died. The 
Great Uncle brought the four 
girls to our Children’s Centre. 
Twins called Eglet and Ntsieng, 
Maria and Nomoso. 

A week later old Uncle re- 
turned and asked that if he could 
possibly get Fusi released from 
his work as a shepherd; would 
we let him live-in? 

We agreed. Fusi arrived in a 
ragged blanket, underweight but 
wearing one big grin. 

He had missed one year and 
one term of school. Most shep- 
herds receive no education. 
They cannot read or write. He 
started with 2"*^ term this year. 
We are delighted with his school 
report. He is one smart boy and 
is now the top of his class. 


As I grew up, I never ques- 
tioned his place in my family. In 
my young mind, he had a spe- 
cial niche. My parents were 
complementary instructors: 
Mom taught me good from evil, 
and Dad taught me to obey. But 
the stranger ... he was our story- 
teller. He would keep us spell- 
bound for hours on end with ad- 
ventures, mysteries and humor. 

If I wanted to know anything 
about politics, history or science, 
he always knew the answers 
about the past, understood the 
present and even seemed able to 
predict the future! He took my 
family to the first major league 
ball game. He made me laugh, 
and he made me cry. The stranger 
never stopped talking, but Dad 
didn’t seem to mind. 

Sometimes, Mom would get 
up quietly while the rest of us 
were shushing each other to lis- 
ten to what he had to say, and 
she would go to the kitchen for 
peace and quiet. (I wonder now 
if she ever prayed for the 
stranger to leave.) 

Dad ruled our household with 
certain moral convictions, but 
the stranger never felt obligated 
to honor them. Profanity, for 
example, was not allowed in our 
home . . . not from us, our friends 
or any visitors, our longtime 
visitor, however, got away with 
four-letter words that burned my 
ears and made my dad squirm

and my mother blush. 

My Dad didn’t permit the lib- 
eral use of alcohol. But the 
stranger encouraged us to try it 
on a regular basis.

Pot Chrysanthemums\myQ 
been and remain especially 
popular. These are compara- 
tively easy to grow if they are 
given the right conditions. 
They can be grown in the 
home although they can also 
be grown out of doors as long 
as the temperature does not 
drop below 10°C. They need 
a moist, fertile soil mixture 
and should therefore be given 
water on a regular basis. 
When buying the plants they 
will have been grown in a 














Hydrangea 

These flowering shrubs have 
long been garden favourites, their 
great flowerheads in shades of 
blues, pinks and whites brighten- 
ing the border in late summer and 
autumn. Most are derived from 
H. macrophylla, the most popu- 


lar being the mopheads, which 
have large balls ofblooms, while 
lacecaps have flat flowerheads 
which are more subtle but for me, 
less rewarding. 

Mature bushes can reach more 
than 1.5m high and wide, so 
choose carefully. If you want 
blue flowers they need acid con- 
ditions. Hydrangeas like moist.

From field to fork 

Lemongrass 

The stalks of this tropical grass are a staple in Thai curries 
and other Far Eastern dishes as the roots and stems contain an 
aromatic oil producing a distinctive citrus flavour. A tender 
perennial, it will not tolerate frost. Therefore in frost-prone re- 
gions just grow it from seed each year and use it as an annual. 

Seeds should be sown in pots under cover or indoors. Plants 
need a minimum temperature of 13C and a humid atmosphere 
to grow well. Full-grown plants can reach 1.5m if left, but to 
harvest you just need to cut the stalks above soil level and trim 
off the leaves.

mixture that has plenty of ferti- 
liser incorporated, but after 
about two months of continuous 
flowering do feed them on a 
regular basis. They should be 
grown in a sunny spot or in par- 
tial shade. 

Hibiscus rosa-sinensis has 
several common names, Hawai- 
ian Hibiscus, Chinese Hibiscus 
or Rose of China, shrubs that 
have been excellent during this 
last summer. They come in a 
large variety of colours ranging 
from white and pink through to 
red and with either double or 
single flowers. Grow them in a 
rich soil mixture in full sun. 
They will not tolerate frost, 
therefore give a thick mulch if 
there is the risk of frost and pro- 


tect the branches with sack- 
ing or bubble wrap. Even if 
they are cut to the ground by 
freezing one or two may 
throw out shoots in the spring, 
but we have found this to be 
the exception to the rule. 

Vinca commonly known as 
Periwinkle is an attractive low 
growing shrub that will spread 
over the ground with either 
green or variegated leaves and 
blue or whitish flowers. Peri- 
winkle is seen growing wild 
under bushes here in Portugal 
but it does need a fairly fertile, 
moist soil mixture in either sun 
or partial shade. It does need 
keeping in check if it scram- 
bles too far, but it can be eas- 
ily pruned during the spring. 


Three ways to... 

make mulches attractive 

1 . In a contemporary container such as galvanised metal, use large 
white and slate-coloured smooth pebbles in a symmetrical pattern 
to create a modem look. 

2. Give potted woodland plants or shmbs a theme by adding a 
mulch of pine cones gathered from a walk. 

3. If you have a seaside garden, use small shells as a mulch over 
your plants.

size would have seen it as a posi- 
tive marketing tool. Looking at 
the other side of the story, how- 
ever, Pedigree is ‘swallowing’ 
so many of otherwise individual 
eompanies that it eould be seen 
to have an unfair dominanee in 
the dog food world. 

The worst artieles have been 
the senseless eruelty. Lots ofpeo- 
ple in Europe will maintain that 
eruelty to animals is worse on the 
mainland than it is in the UK. The 
few ‘doggy’ papers I have here 
prove that mega eruelty is found 
in the UK. I have headlines in 
these papers and on starting to 
read the subj eet upset me so mueh 
I stopped reading. Couple ofhead- 
lines, ‘Dead dogs found inbags’, 
‘puppy farmer eruelty’, ‘BullTer- 
rier beaten to death’. Muzzle 
ALL dogs. 

Dog theft seems to be inereas- 
ing at an alarming speed and own- 
ers are trying to eome up with all 
sorts of amazing ways to prevent 
their dogs being stolen. 

Many people eome to see us 


at our shop and then go on to re- 
port how tough the animals have 
it in the eountry we have ehosen 
as home. I often point out that 
eruelty exists in the UK but there 
are more organisations to ‘piek 
up the pieees’ , whieh is true. But 
reading all this has pointed out to 
me that serious problems do ex- 
ist and need to be addressed. 

Generally, in Portugal, we find 
that the attitude to our own dogs 
is liberal, we are allowed to take 
them to most plaees, they are gen- 
erally weleomed as they would not 
be in the UK. However, I sup- 
pose it is only a matter of time 
before the various legal issues ar- 
rive here. I note that as of last 
week, I can no longer take my 
dogs with me to the Post Office, 
this will cause me considerable 
inconvenience as, obviously, I 
cannot leave them in the car as it 
will be too hot for them.

BOOK REVIEW 


Bad Behaviour 

By Sheila O’ Flanagan. 

Darcey McGonigle is a thirty- 
something high-flying business- 
woman, but is unsure how she got 
to be so powerful and respected. 
She’s sure she will be found out 
by her colleagues and sacked in 
shame, but is pleasantly surprised 
when a cross-section of colleagues 
at the firm compliment her work 
and attitude on a regular basis. 

Away from the office, Darcey 
is just as self-conscious. She is so 
afraid of getting romantically hurt 
and losing friends that she is 
stand-offish to her closest pals, 
and has a string of casual flings to 
satisfy her sexual desires - but no 


more as that would make her vul- 
nerable to heartache. 

She is so romantically cau- 
tious because 10 years previ- 
ously, at the age of 24, she was in 
love for the first time. She had 
found Aidan, an IT specialist, and 
was certain that he was the one. 
But he was cruelly snatched 
away from Darcey by her best 
friend - ruthless, self-centred 
businesswoman Nieve 

Stapleton. 

The pair had been close since 
the age of seven, but when Nieve 
entered the cut-throat world of 
business she began to change - not 
only in looks, but also in attitude. 
She wanted money, money and 
more money, and anything in her 


way on the path to fame and for- 
tune would be squashed. Nieve, 
with her sassy new look, walked 
into Darcey ’ s house at the age of 
24 and met Aidan for the first 
time. She wanted him and, unfor- 
tunately for her friend, nothing 
would stand in her path. 

Needless to say Darcey in- 
stantly cut all ties with the pair, 
who promptly moved to 
America to start a new life to- 
gether. But 10 years on - the 
present time in the story - Darcey 
is still an emotional wreck. Her 
rebound marriage failed, and she 
will now not even confide her 
thoughts to her sisters or mother. 
But her life is turned upside 
down once more by the betray- 


ing couple when she receives an 
invitation to their wedding. Will 
the past come back to haunt her, 
or can she move on without at- 
tending? 

This heart- wrenching story of 
love, loss, betrayal and friendship 
is captivating. Sheila 
O’Flanagan’s awkward, con- 
fused, vulnerable heroine Darcey 
reels in the reader to feel so deeply 
sorry for the injustice of her situ- 
ation that I was close to throw- 
ing the book at the wall on more 
than one occasion. The depth of 
characters, snappy dialogue, and 
emotive storyline could, and 
should, make this O’Flanagan’s 
first UKnumber one best-seller.

I have never been a lover of 
inseets. I smashed a tiny slith- 
ering eritter in my offiee today 
and just observed a spider hid- 
ing in one eomer of our eeiling. 
He will not be there for long. A 
neighbor of mine with a severe 
fear of spiders used to eall me 
whenever her husband eould 
not reseue her from the eight 
legged ereatures who visited her 
home. Though I am not truly 
afraid of inseets, I strongly dis- 
like them. I espeeially do not 
enj oy them when they are in my 
house rather than in their natu- 
ral environment. 

There is a zoo just for bugs in 
Philadelphia. It is ealled an in- 
seetarium. Though I have never 
visited, I have read that it eon- 
tains more than 100,000 live 
insects. The owner says he has 
a million more bugs still in stor- 
age. Cookie tins, boxes and 
other containers filled with 
dead bugs from all over the 
world are piled floor-to-ceiling. 

Every year 75,000 people 
visit this unusual place . Visitors 
can view movies and holo- 
grams, as well as observe bugs 
through microscopes and play 
games. The insectarium also has 
a unique scale on which you can 
weigh yourself in ladybugs, fire- 
flies and other creatures. I per- 
sonally do not think I want to 
know how many of those tiny 
creatures it would take to 
match my weight but am sure 
many would find the informa- 
tion interesting.

of GM maize in the Silves area in 
protest against the cultivation of 
crops which have been geneti- 
cally modified with synthetic 
toxic chemicals. I sympathise 
with the farmer’s loss ofincome, 
but he chose to plant this maize 
and risk public protest. His 
planting will have been subsi- 
dised and it is likely that he will 
be granted some compensation 
because the Ministry of Agricul- 
ture was involved and Portugal 


has only followed an EU misin- 
formed Directive to legalise the 
planting of GM maize. His losses 
therefore may be minimised and 
he will benefit by knowing the 
strength of feelings against such 
GM crops. 

Much of the maize grown and 
imported goes into animal feed, 
but the poor animals have no vote 
in the matter whereas we the pub- 
lic can make a choice and those of 
us who cherish our health and are 
concerned about the welfare of 
future generations and the sur- 
vival of our planet rej ect this form 
of farming and say “no to GM 
food”. 

Many unexpected and undesir- 
able effects can happen when a 
foreign gene is transferred to a 
plant’ s DNA which can result in 
unintended consequences. A ma- 
jor concern is ‘horizontal gene 
transfer’ where genes travel from 
one species to another and some 
research has noted that GM DNA 
has been found in human gut bac- 
teria after eating GM food. No- 
body can predict the long term 
effects of such contamination. 

Nature has been making genetic 
modifications for billions ofyears, 
without the help of the chemical 
industry, to ensure the evolution 
and survival of all life forms and 
the sustainability of our planet. 
We need to re-leamhow to live in 
harmony with Nature.

Portuguese superstar 
Vanessa Fernandes is the 
new triathlon world 
champion, winning with a 
time of 1 hour 53 minutes 
and 27 seconds. Three- 
times world champion 
Emma Snowsill came from 
behind to win silver, while 
American Laura Bennett 
took the bronze, her fourth 
career medal at the world 
championships, held last 
weekend. 

After cycling in the lead pack 
that extended its lead virtually 
with every lap, the world number 
one V anessa F emandes headed 
out onto the run in 1 1* place. 

But it wasn’t long before she 
reeled in the ten women in front 
of her one by one. 

Early in the first lap, 
Fernandes caught up with the 
leader Bennett and passed her, 
surging ahead to take the lead for 
good and win her first career 
triathlon world championship 
and the first elite world title for 
Portugal. 

In three previous trips to the 
world championships, Snowsill 
had won gold and though 
Fernandes thwarted her bid for 
a record- tying fourth world title, 
Snowsill called this a “personal 
victory” as she faced a deficit of 
more than a minute. 

The German contingent fared 
well in the first world champi- 
onships in their country, plac- 
ing three in the top ten.

The Lisbon derby between 
Sporting and Belenenses was 
won by the home team, who de- 
spite playing against ten players 
and missing a penalty, beat the 
team from Restelo 1 -0 thanks to 
a powerful header by Brazilian 
striker Liedson. 

B enfica meanwhile returned to 
some form, beating Nacionai 3 -0 
in Madeira to climb to fifth in the 
table, four points behind leaders 
FC Porto and Maritimo. 

There are no league matches 
this coming weekend, as Portu- 
gal will be playing two cmcial 


European qualifiers on Saturday 
and Wednesday. 

Both the games will be taking 
place in Lisbon, with the first 
match against Poland at 
Benfica’ s Estadio da Luz, fol- 
lowed by a clash against Serbia at 
Sporting ’ s Alvalade stadium four 
days later. 

After Portugal ’ s shock draw in 
Armenia, the national team will 
need to win both these matches 
to put their qualification for Euro 
2008 back on track. 

With six games remaining, Por- 
tugal trail Poland by four points 
and Finland by two, but have a 
game in hand on both these sides, 
and are one point ahead of Serbia 
who are in fourth.

It will be Portugal v Germany 
in the UEFA Cup as last sea- 
son’s fourth-placed Super Liga 
team Belenenses play wounded 
European giants Bayern Mu- 
nich, while Uniao Lerria will face 
2002 Champions League final- 
ists Bayer Leverkusen. 

Both of the first leg matches 
will be played in Germany. 

Portugal’s other European 
representatives face easier 
tasks, with UEFA Cup 
debutants Pa 90 s de Ferreira up 
against 2005 semi-finalists AZ 
Alkmaar, while Sporting Braga 
will be confident of beating 
Swedish side Hammarby.
